Should the free silver amendment be 
added in the senate, however, it is 
thought that the house will not concur, 
and will send it to a conference which 
would cut out the silver amendment, 
and thus bring it to a vote on the plain 
tariff proposition, when it would prob­ 
ably pass by a small majority, though 
nobody expects the President to permit 
it to become a law. He is said to have 
already indicated a determination to 
veto it if it should ever come within his 
reach.

DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE AT PHIL­ 
ADELPHIA. 


Flames Destroy Chestnut Street Busi­ 
ness Property and Frighten Hotel 
Guests—Fire a Hard One to Sub­ 
due—Origin Not Yet Determined— 
Details of the Loss. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 3.—Chestnut 
street, above Broad, was visited early 
Sunday morning by one of the fiercest 
fires this city has known for years. The 
big seven-story building of Charles H. 
Haseltine, 1416 and 1418 Chestnut 
afreet, 
and tie 
adjoining five-story 
structure of the Baptist Publication 
society and the American Baptist His­ 
torical society, 1420, were destroyed. 
The buildings damaged by fire and wa­ 
ter and falling walls were the four- 
story dry-goods house of Homer, Le 
Boutillier & Co., 1412 and 1414, the 
dwelling house at 1422, owned by the 
Wistar estate, and the Hotel Lafayette, 
at Broad and Samson streets. On either 
side of the main entrance to the Hasel­ 
tine building were the piano warerooms 
of Hallet & Davis at 1416, and of Stein­ 
way & Co. at 1418. The two Baptist so­ 
cieties lost large collections of paint­ 
ings, books and curios. The detailed 
losses have net yet been made up, but 
a conservative estimate places the ag­ 
gregate at close to $2,000,000. 
It is 
thought that this is almost fully cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
There were about 250 guests in the 
Lafayette hotel, which is in the rear of 
the destroyed buildings. While there

first degree. 
After arguments that

and lasted until almost midnight, the 
case was given to the jury, the mem­ 
bers of which went to rest without con­ 
sidering it. 
Sunday morning the jury 
took up the case and on the first ballot

guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The result was reached without much 
trouble, each member of the jury seem­ 
ingly having settled the case in his own 
mind in the interval between midnight 
and morning. 
This verdict is re­ 
ceived with almost universal satisfac­ 
tion. 
This is the second trial that Dr. 
Duestrow has had on the charge of 
murder, the first one resulting in a 
hung jury last year. 
The terrible crime with which he was 
charged was committed in February, 
1894.

TO CULTURE CLUB 


H E SAYS CONGREGATIONALISM 
M EANS FREEDOM . 


Sm allest Body of Men May Unite for 
Good 
and Be 
As 
Near 
the 
Divine Presence Aa If Solemnly 
Authorized— Some 
Local 
Church 
Notes. 


The Rev. 8 . P. Wilder, of the Con­ 
gregational church .delivered the tenth 
addre *8 before the Culture club of All 
Souls church yesterday afternoon, bis 
subject being “ Congregational Chris­ 
tian ity .'' 
Before 
introducing Mr. 
Wilder, Rev. Victor E. Southworth 
read a number of letters from differ­ 
e n t Congregational pastors outlining 
th e ir views of the mission of their 
church. Mr. Wilder in h it address an­ 
swered most of the questions covered 
by the letters. 
His idea of Congrega­ 
tionalism , he said, was th a t it referred 
to 
the liberty of 
the 
individ­ 
ual 
aa 
well 
as the 
ehurch. 
Congregationalism believed 
th a t it 
had the best of theological precedent, 
b u t modern Congregationalism found 
Its origin in the dungeons, upon the 
scaffold and in the flames of England 
during the sixteenth century. 
In 1002 
before King Jam es came to the throne 
a small company m et to worship a t 
th e home of William Brewster, but 
th eir meeting soon became known and 
th ey were persecuted. 
They then 
planned a trip to the 
Netherlands 
w here they could worship God with 
out being molested and after making 
three unsuccessful attem pts in sailing 
they finally located and formed a 
ehurch. 
From th a t church came the 
Pilgrim F atheit. 
They were a band 
distinct from th e Puritans who soon 
followed. 
No church ever Blood on a more free 
basis than did the Congregational, Mr 
W ilder insisted. 
Its main object was 
loyalty, liberty and fraternity. 
It 
welcomed all tokens of God in all his 
w ork, and held th a t any Email body 
could form a church by themselves 
w ithout any authority and a t the same 
tim e be just as near to God. 
Any and 
all persons had a place in the Congre­ 
gational church *if their purpose was 
to be loyal to Jesus Christ. 
At the close of his address Rev. 
W ilder remained half an hour for the 
purpose of answering numerous ques­ 
tions which were asked. 
Mr. Wilder 
w as thanked earnestly by the Rev. 
V ictor Southworth in behalf of the 
club for his address. 
B aptist Ch arch Services. 
Rev. Dr. Hodge took as the tex t of 
bis morning sermon in the Baptist 
ehurch, Gen. 6:3, “ My spirit shall not 
alw ays strive w ith men.** The primary 
object of the striving of the Holy 
Spirit w ith men, he said, was either to 
deter them from doing evil or to 
prom pt them to do well. 
The pastor 
called attention to the w arning th at 
there is a tim e when the Spirit will 
cease to strive w ith men. 
“ And ye are Christ's,” I, Cor. 3:23, 
w as the text of the evening sermon. 
The question of ownership, he urged, 
was one of great importance. 
It re­ 
quired four years of 
w ar to decide 
w ho owned the slaves. Believers were 
Christ's because the Father had given 
them to Him; by purchase on Calvary; 
by being born into the spiritual king­ 
dom. 
They were Christ's as m aterial 
fo r 
His temple; 
as 
servants to 
do 
His 
bidding 
and carry 
on 
Him work in the world; 
as Christ's 
representatives on earth. 
As a couu 
try was judged largely by its repre­ 
sentatives a t a foreign court, so Christ 
was judged by the lives of his follow­ 
ers on earth. 
T he Christian Endeavor society held 
rn very interesting m eeting in the 
evening under the leadership of Dr.

Janesville people cut the amount ol 
their insurance last year. 
They paid $55,335.62 in premiums, 
against $60,891.98 the year before. 
The reduction in total is not due to 
lower rates—rates were higher 
if 
anything than in 1894. 
The decrease of $5566.36 in pre­ 
miums therefore looks like a scaling 
down of policies. 
The amount nearly 
pays for the city fire department, the 
efficiency of which doubtless led to 
many of the insurance curtailments. 
The losses last year were $30,077.14, 
making Janesville’s surplus premiums 
amount to $35,348.48. 
Two per cent, of all the premiums 
go to the support of the fire patrol, 
which receives $1,106.94 as against 
$1,217.77 a year ago.
